DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments, see amendment F, filed 1/1 1/08, with respect to claims 3- 
7, 13, 15-19, 21-22 have been fully considered and are persuasive and the rejection is 
accordingly withdrawn 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-7, 1 3, 1 5-1 9, 21-22 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Prior art does not teach that, first substrate(70) having on one surface thereof: a 
plurality of light emitting elements, and a thin film transistor matrix for controlling the 
light emitting elements including a plurality of scan bus lines, a plurality of data bus 
lines intersecting the plurality of scan bus lines, and a plurality of thin film transistors 
arranged respectively at intersections between the plurality of scan bus lines and the 
plurality of data bus lines, and electrically connected to the respective plurality of the 
light emitting elements in combination with all limitations recited in independent claims 
3 and 13. 

The remaining dependent claims 4-7, 15-19 and 21-22 are allowable for at least 
above reason. 

Prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. None of record prior arts stands alone or combination with the others 
discloses all limitations required in claim invention.
